The  annual  Area  Activity  held  Labor  Day  weekend  in  Vancouver  was  atten- 
ded this  year  by  Bdraonton's  Organizer,   Howard  Rennick,     Activities  included 
several  lectures,    one  each    ly  John  Darvil  of  Vancouver  and  Reo  McGaslin  of 
San  Fifancisco,     John  Darvil's  lecture  described  the  physical   breakdown  of  the 
North  American  social  system.     The  basic  message   conveyed  was   that  it  is  be- 
coming too  costly   (in  terms   of  dollars)   to  maintain  the  complex  s.ys terns   of 
roadways,    bridges,   dams,   and  other  physical  constituents   of  North  Ame  rican 
society.     To  effect  the  repairs  necessary  to   bring  these  systems  up  to  mini" 
mum  standards  would    'break   the   bank'* 

The   lecture  given  b,    Reo  McGaslin  centered  on  the  obvious   incompetence 
of  our  political  and    business  leaders  and   the  groat  danger  this   poses   to  the 
very  existence  of  the  people  of  Worth  America,     Seminars   relating  to  various 
aspects   of  the  organization,  such  as  publications  and  literature  distribution, 
were  attended   by  Technocrats   from  natiy  North  American  towns  and  cities.     News 
from  the  Detroi/zJindsor  group  indicates  that  St.   Glair  College  has  received 
federal  funding  which  will  enable  them  to  proceed  with  two,   thirty-minute 
films   on  Technocracy,     Part  One  will  describe  Technocracy's  analysis   of  our 
continuing  dilemma,   and   Part  Two,   the   synthesis,  will  describe  Technocracy's 
plan  for  the  reconstruction  of  North  America, 

From  my  observations,    says  Howard,   it  appears   tliat  the  lor'^-term  future 
of  Technocracy  remains  uncertain.     The  majority  of  members  are     hold-overs 
from  the  Depression  era  of  the    '30' s;    not  enough  young  people  are   becoming 
involved.     As  the  signs  of  social  breakdown  increase,   however,  more  indivi- 
duals will   begin  to  wonder  whether  our  political  and  business  leaders  can 
stqve  off  coiaplete  economic  collapse,   or,  worse  yet,   nuclear  obliteration. 
This    'crisis   of  confidence'    can  only  worsen  during  the  decade  of  the    '80's, 
and  may  work  in  our  favor.     What  remains   to   be  seen  is  whether  this   organi- 
zation can  maintain  its  presence  until  the  final  crisis  arrives,  says  Howard. 

UST  SALUTE 

John  Sheldon  of  the  Divisrion  of  Organization  at  Continental  Headquarters 
died  13  January  1981,     John  held  a  key  role   in  the  organization  over  a   period 
of  several  decades.      His  death  is  a  major  loss,     i'^cruited  as  a  yooing  man  in 
Winnipeg  in  the   thirties,   he  early  volunteered   to  serve  in  GHQ.     Two  of  our 
members  knew   hin;  in   Axwaiyeg  -  Walt  Fryers  and   V^jlerie   Newcombe.     *^t  GHQ 
he  was   virtually  a    'Chief  of  Staff    to  Howard  Scott.     After  Scott's  death 
he    teamed  with  Stella   Block  -  a   long-time   staffer  at  GHQ  -   to  carry  nest 
of   the  routine   burdens   of  the   organization  -  n  memorable  contribution. 
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AP   a   nieniher  of   the   Cr.ntinentnl   Board,    he  also  shwred   in  all   the   iniport'-.nt 
lecisioiiG  anci  the  over-all  operations   of  Techaocracy  Inc.      In  addition  he 
found   tiuie  to  write  articles  which  were  published   from  time  to  time   In  the 
various   i.-ia^^azines   of  the   organization.      Fate  did   not  permit   hime   tltrie   to 
write  a  definitive  history  of  the  orj^anization  -  a  chore   that  he  was  uniquely 
qualified   to  carry  out.      Technocracy,    the   subject,    is   not  a   function   of  parti- 
culsr     personalities,   nor  ii  Technocracy  Inc.,   the   organisation,   n   vehicle 
]for  the  individual.     Tiir.c   ordains  that  we  are  all  expendible,   all    r«-placenble. 
Nevertheless  John  Cheldon,   Technocrat,   is  central   to  the  story. 

Another   loss  \/e  must   now   report   is   Chnrles  Arthur  Cairns,   died   25   M^iy  19^2, 
at   the   ago   of  98  ye:irs.     ^rthur  Cairns  war.   a    lonf;   tine  raemV-)er  of  Technc^cr-cy   Inc., 
dating   from   tlie  rnid-193n'3,      A  war  v-eteran  and   latterly  an   invglid    in  the   Veterans' 
Home  here,   he  maintained  his   interest  in  the  organization  to  the  end.      Members 
from   the   Edmonton  Unit  visited   hjm   from  time   to  time  and   seldom  were  a  Me   to 
leave  without  a  generous   gift  from  him  to   the  Unit  in  the   form   of  a   cheque   on 
his   liiiiited  means.     He  also  contributed   to  the  Technocracy  Digest  over  and 
above   his   long   time   subscription  to  the  magazines.     He  maintained   Memher-at- 
large  .status   in  order  that  he  would   receive  all   mailings   from  CHC^  -  such  was 
his  interest.     Reflect,   if  you  will,    on  the   changes  which  he  observed   in  his 
liftime,   which  he  understood  and  appreciated,   and  which  sustained   his  vision 
of  the  future. 

And  yet  another  loss  -  we  were  advised   by  Louie  Kildaw   of  the  death  of 
his      brother  Henry,   also  a   member  of  Technocracy   Inc.,    on  25   Nov   1980,   at 
the  age   of  75.     He  provided  quiet  support   to   Louie  in  the   North  Battleford

Can 't  make  the  game?  They  71  send  it  to  you 


George  Orwell  wrote  that  by  1984 
we  would  be  communicating  in 
"newspt-ak."  He  missed  the  mark 
for  the  world  of  sport.  Amid  the  cheers 
and  jeers,  the  sports  establishment  in 
the  1980s  will  be  speaking  even  more 
vociferously  an  age-old  language— 
"money  talk." 

In  the  '70s,  sports  litigation,  mergers, 
teams  collapsing,  strikes,  holdouts  and 
free-agentry  received  as  much  and  of- 
ten more  attention  than  the  action  on 
the  fields,  diamonds,  courts  and  rinks. 
All  the  while  the  paying  public  was  "ig- 
nored, duped  and  exploited,"  says  Peter 
Gruenstein  of  Washington,  executive 
director  of  FANS  (Fight  to  Advance  the 
Nation's  Sports).  The  megabucks  that 
fuelled  big-league  sports  in  the  last  dec- 
ade will  "talk"  even  louder  in  the  '80s. 
Only  time  will  tell  how  long  and  how 
much  the  fan  will  be  willing  to  pay. 

Professional  sport  is  first  and  fore- 
most a  business,  simultaneously  lucra- 
tive and  expensive.  Because  of  the  costs 
(the  average  annual  budget  for  a  Cana- 
dian Football  League  team  is  $2.5  mil- 
lion) and  the  worldwide  economic  pres- 
sures that  will  inflate  them,  the  1980s 
will  witness  a  further  "corporatizing  of 
sport."  Already  Gulf  &  Western  Indus- 
tries   (the    New    York    Rangers    and 
Knicks  plus  Madison  Square  Garden), 
Ralston  Purina  (the  St.  Louis  Blues), 
Labatt's  Breweries  and  the  Cana- 
dian   Imperial    Bank   of   Com 
merce  (the  Toronto  Blue  Jays), 
Molson's  Breweries  (the  Mont- 
real      Canadiens),       Carling 
O'Keefe  Limited  (the  Quebec 
Nordi(iues  and  the  Toronto  Ar- 
gonauts) enjoy  the  tax  and 
public   relations   advan- 
tages     of      playing 
games,  and  doubt- 
less   their    lessons 
will  not  be  lost  on 
others.    And    with 
the     '70s     having 
comfortably      bro- 
ken the  $l-million- 
per-year        salary 
barrier,  the  thrills 
and  trills  of  corpo- 
rate bankrolling  will  not  be  lost  on  the 
hoys  of  summer,  fall  and  winter.

Joe  "ignored,  duped  and  exploited" 
Fan  will  look  fondly  back  on  the  days 
when  $25  could  buy  a  ticket  to  a  medi- 
ocre hockey  game,  and  what  ticket  stubs 
he  can  afford  will  be  increasingly  scarce 
in  the  1980s.  Already  companies  buy  up 
78  per  cent  of  baseball's  season  tickets, 
and  fully  one-third  of  all  pro  sports 
seats.  In  the  park  or  arena  the  non-cor- 
porate fan  can  look  up  or  around  pillars 
at  business's  other  public  relations 
scam  — the  broadloomed,  glassed-in,  ca- 
tered and  bartended  VIP  lounges.  At 
1979  prices  these  weather  and  tax 
havens  go  for  $20,000  a  baseball  season 


in  Toronto  and  $35,000  for  baseball  and 
football  in  Montreal.  In  Dallas,  Texas 
Stadium's  lounges  were  originally  sold 
outright  at  $50,000  and  now  the  more 
lavish  are  rumored  to  be  valued  at 
$300,000. 

A  different  kind  of  money— TV 
bucks— may  speak  up  for  fans.  A  Miami 
TV  station's  purchase  in  late  1979  of  128 
seats  for  a  National  Football  League 
Dolphins'  game  so  that  it  could  be  tele- 
vised locally  heralded  a  break  for  the 
exploited  fan.  Much  to  the  disgust  of 
"football  widows"  of  the  Western 
world,  already  glutted  airwaves  will 
carry  more  legitimate  and  pseudo 
sports,  but  pay-TV  — licensing  in  (Janada 
could  begin  as  early  as  1981  and  Home 
Box  Office  (a  division  of  Time  Inc.)  is 
doing  fine  in  the  U.S.  — will  allow  the 
fans  to  see  at  home  what  they  can't  get 
into  the  park  to  witness.  The  trend 
toward  networks  guaranteeing  fees  and 
exposure  lo  prizefighters  (witness  ABC 
with  Sugar  Ray  Leonard  and  CBS  with 
"Too  Tall"  Jones)  will  probably  carry 
over  and  into  proliferating  non-events 
like  The  Superstars  competitions  or 
'.Battle  of  the  Cheerleaders. 

Despite  fandom's  desire  for  more 
international    competition,    neither 
hockey,  football  nor  baseball  is  likely 
to  hook  up  with  European  or  Far 
East  leagues.  But  the  world's  most 
(ular  game,  soccer,  will  continue  to 
blossom  in  North  America  and  pro 
soccer  will  soon  compete  head 
on  with  the  continent's  tra- 
ditional sports  for  pub- 
lic, corporate  and 
television  dollars. 
The    fashiona- 
ble fitness  fad  of 
the     1970s     that 
saw     Canadians' 
participation     in 
racket  sports  grow 
197  per  cent,  cross-country  and 
downhill  skiing  153  per  cent 
and  jogging  148  per  cent  over  a 
four-year  period  shows  no  signs  of  re- 
laxing. As  the  pros  and  corporations 
keep  on  padding  the  bulges  in  their 
pockets,  the  poor,  paying  fans  will  keep 
up  the  hghl  lo  reduce  the  bulges  around 
their  middles.  ^

The  boost  to  the  members  is  sure  to  be  more  effective  this  year, 
not  becai'se  of  rny  basic  changes  in  themselves  or  the  Organization,  but  because...

At  the  Area  Membership  Meeting  September  5,  Reo  McCaslin  put  it  this  way: 
"People  never  raova  until  they're  forced  to  move... [as]  we  Technocrats  have  said, 
it's  events  that  are  ^oing  to  take  care  of  the  motion  as  far  as  people  are  con- 
cerned, compelling  tl.eni  because  it  has  reached  that  point  where  it  is  agitating 
them — it  is  something  now  that  they  have  a  problem  with,  and  they  have  to  find 
sorie  solution  to  Lhat  problem,   lit  en  they  will  listen. 

"I'm  not  discouraged.   I  never  was,  perhaps,  any  more  encouraged  in  my  lifetime. 
....The  events  are  taking  place  out  there,  and  as  a  result,  we  are  watching  this 
thing  get  to  a  very  serious  situation  that  is  going  to  compel  people  to  look  for 
an  answer.   Not  only  the  people  that  are  losing  their  jobs — sure,  they're  losing 
their  jobs,  they're  losing  their  income.   But  the  Banker's  in  trouble,  the  Big 
Man's  in  trouble — the  Big  Business  Corporations.   I  think  there  are  about  100  of 
them  that  arc  listed  in  critical  condition,  and  are  good  candidates  for  bankruptcy. 
And  of  the  len  weakest  banks  in  United  States  today,  among  their  number  is  the 
Bank  of  America,  t'.ie  largest  bank  in  the  country. 

"They're  in  ser.vous  trouble.   We  told  them  that  they'd  be  in  serious  trouble, 
and  we've  been  patiently  waiting  for  this  moment  to  come.   Now  that  it  is  here, 
let's  keep  our  Sections  intact,  let's  nake  them  as  attractive  as  possible,  and 
do  everything  Lhat  v;3  can  to  let  people  know  that  we're  still  here  with  the  same 
program — ready  for  thorn  to  take  it  and  use  it  in  their  own  behalf. 

"They're  goxng  to  have  to  do  it  too,  you  know.  We  don't  have  enough  of  the 
people  that  are  necescary  to  put  this  thing  over.   But  events  are  on  our  side, 
and  when  we  have  events  on  our  side,  vre  couldn't  have  a  stronger  ally  in  the 
pursuit  of  the  program  that  we're  trying  to  introduce." 

Mztt  attended  GathsA^ng 

Nineteen  points  were  represented  in  the  events  taking  place  over  the  Labor  Day  Week 
End.   Noted  on  the  register  were  members  from  North  Battleford,  Sask. ,  Calgary  and  Ed- 
monton, Alta.,  who,  with  those  frou  nine  points  in  British  Columbia  joined  the  Van- 
couver members  to  make  up  the  "Canadian  content."  Members  from  four  points  in  Washing- 
ton, one  in  Idaho,  and  one  in  Florida,  added  to  the  San  Francisco  contingent,  formed 
the  U.S.  representation.   Reports  from  most  of  these  areas  were  given  at  the  Membership 
Meeting  but,  rather  than  risk  duplication,  we  will  incorporate  any  highlights  from  thean 
in  our  regular  "Field  News."

'-"  t  '  c.a   hov;  John  Dprvill  introduced  his  talk  to  members  and  visitors  at  the  Educa- 
tional Meeting  on  Satu'dny  night,  SepteL.ber  4.   "We  probably  hear  that  question  many 
times  a  day.   And  as  mny  opiaionr,"  he  began. 

"Many  who  seo  v;hat  is  goinr;  on,  don't  understand  it.   They  are  badly  misinformed. 
Many  are  unav/are  of  the  problems  except  one — of,  say,  no  job.   We  must  take  all  problems 
together  and  shovT  that  they  are  not  soluble  except  on  a  Continental  basis.   As  fast  as 
you  try  to  solve  one  you  r.ggravate  all  the  rest...." 
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With  rcRnrd  to  fallinR  trr.nsportatlon  and  water  systems,  here  are  some  of  his 
comments:   "Foadr  in  NcrLh  Americ  arc  in  deplorable  condition,  and  the  more  cut-backs, 
the  more  serious  it  b':3c>mos.   Ovnr  half  aro  seriously  decayed. ...  20%  of  the  bridges  are 
dangerous,  restricted  or   closad. .. .There  are  248,500  bridges  of  which  45%  are  structur- 
ally def  icient .  .  .  .Tho  two  majc^r  wator  systems  in  New  York  have  never,  ever,  been  ins- 
pected! ...  .Over  3,000  d-irar:  need  repair,  many  in  imminent  danger  of  collapsing — and  in 
Colorado,  one  recently  did. .  .  .Thxr.  is  not  superficial,  but  vitally  necessary  to  the 
well-being  of  the  general  public.'*  Statistics  for  Canada  are  proportionately  similar. 
The  Governircnts  do  not  have  the  money  to  cover  the  cost,  which  it  is  estimated  would  be 
over  $3  trillion.   (s:;e  "^.T^sweok  Aug. 2/32] 

As  to  unemployment,  ro  effort:  is  being  made  to  retrain  the  displaced  in  U.S.  and 
Canada.   The  route  is  onto  Unemployment  Insurance,  then  Welfare — many  never  to  work 
again.   There  are  man>  arjod  16  to  24  who  have  never  x^jorkcd  in  their  lives. 

"No  effort  is  being  made  to  up-date  edr.cation  so  as  to  acqua.'ut  people  with  all  these 
problems. 

"The  attitude  in  Canr^da  and  U.S.  is  one  of  doomsday  fever.   Howard  Ruff,  Jerry  Falwell 
and  Survival  Coupanios  are  popular.   This  is  a  sign  of  complete  surrender.   They  have 
the  logic  that  they  v;ill  rurvive  though  no  one  else  does — an  apathetic  indifference. 
None  of  this  'me-ism'  can  help. 

"Nothing  will  help,  unless  wc  look  at  it  on  a  collective  basis  involving  the  whole 
Continent."

The  McCasliii  talk  of  the  evening  of  September  5  was  excellent,  if  not  better  than 
ever.

This  is  a  partial  record,  especially  for  1980,  as  reports  were  frequently 
missing.  Some  dispensers  were  installed  for  limited  periicds  (e.g.  1  month 
in  Education  Bldg,).

V  That  adds  up  to  a  total  of  some  5500  Briefs.  Other  distributions 

not  tallied  would  bring  the  total  to  6000  minimum.  Note  that  these 
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were  not  random  distributions.  Each  one  was  picked  up  by  an  interested 
passer-by.   And  of  course  a  good  deal  of  other  literature  was  sold  or 
donated  as  well. 

Cash  returns  from  literature  sold  contribute  only  a  fraction  of  the  cost 
of  renewing  supplies.  The  difference  is  made  up  by  the  pledges  and  con- 
tributions of  members  and  others.  Perhaps  you  could  help. 

•TAKE-ONE  DISPENSERS' 


We  are  having  fair  success  with  these.  The  'take'  varies  somewhat  with 
the  season,  academic  schedules  and  other  factors.  Care  must  be  used  in 
selecting  a  suitable  'environment'  for  each  one,  and  it  should  be  monitored 
and  re-stocked  regularly  -  weekly,  at  least.  One  member  recently  picked  up 
two  dispensers  and  now  has  them  mounted  in  two  buildings  where  he  can  keep 
an  eye  on  them,   (He  is  building  superintendent  for  these  two  professional 
buildings) .  We  supply  the  Briefs  for  rotating  and  re-stocking.  The  dis- 
pensers themselves  are  neat  attractive  plastic  holders  with  embossed  Monad 
and  lettering.  If  you  know  of  a  suitable  environment  for  one,  where  it 
can  be  looked  after,  we  will  supply  the  holder,  and  the  Briefs,

future  Technate, 

SPRING  SESSION  FOR  SENIORS  and  SPRING  CONVOCATION  OF  TECHNOCRATS 
Its  time  now  to  register  for  the  Spring  Session  for  Seniors  (65  yrs.  and 
over)  offered  by  the  University  of  Alberta  during  the  first  three  weeks 
in  May,  for  Albertans  north  of  Red  Deer,  The  cost  is  nominal,  Out-of- 
towners  may  be  housed  at  Lister  Hall  on  the  campus,  a  short  walk  from  our 
office,  at  no  cost,  A  variety  of  courses  is  offered,  with  no  tuition  fees, 
no  credits.  Many  extra-mural  activities  are  optional  as  well.  A  Drop-In 
Center  is  provided  at  the  Students'  Union  Building.  If  there  is  suf- 
ficient interest  on  the  part  of  members  and  others,  this  Unit  will  offer 
a  refresher  Study  Course  on  Technocracy.  This  activity  would  be  indepen- 
dent of,  but  integrated  with,  and  concurrent  with  the  University's  Spring

And  if  you're  not  65,  the  U  of  A  offers  a  variety  of  regular  courses  during 
the  full  6-week  Spring  Session,  at  regular  fees.  These  can  be  for  credit, 
or  for  audit  only  (no  exams) .  (For  Albertans  of  65  or  over,  fees  are  waived 
for  all  courses  and  sessions.) 

If  you  have  ever  hankered  to  try  -  or  return  to  -  University  life,  the 
Spring  Session  is  by  far  the  best  time.  Spring  is  full  blown;  the  campus 
is  quiet  and  park-like;  the  weather  perfect.  Something  of  a  holiday,  even. 

My  fancy  leans  to  a  course  in  Anthropology  - 
on  the  Technology  of  the  Ancients.  The  Registrar's  office  provides  a 
Calendar  listing  the  many  courses  offered  and  all  relevant  instructions,

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MANNED  TABIZS  AND  BOOTHS 

Manned  tables  and  booths  are  perhaps  the  most  productive  activities 
carried  out  by  this  unit.   Every  Wednesday  noon,  tables  are  set  out 
in  the  Mall  in  front  of  our  office,  together  with  a  literature  display 
rack.  Four  volunteers  assist  in  manning  this  set-up:  Ross  Deacon, 
Yal  Newcombe,  Jack  Gregory,  and  myself.   In  addition  to  dispensing  a 
fair  amount  of  literature,  some  passers-by  stop  to  talk,  sometimes 
for  an  hour  or  more.   Attendance  is  recruited  for  the  Monday  evening 
Public  Meeting.  Some   X-Gards  are  collected.  Occasional  magazine 
subscriptions  are  sold.  But  membership  sign-ups  are  few  and  far 
between,  as  yet.  Usually  the  tables  are  manned  until  about  5  p,m. 
Shortage  of  manpower  limits  this  activity  to  one  afternoon  a  week 
as  a  rule. 

For  a  periijd  of  several  weeks  last  Fall  we  also  manned  a  booth  at 
the  Flea  Market  in  the  Students  Union  Building  on  Fridays,  This  was 
even  more  productive.  Two  or  three  of  us  covered  the  period  from  10  a.m, 
to  about  5  p.m.  The  Flea  Market  has  about  20  booths  and  tables  offer- 
ing a  great  variety  of  items:  jewellery;  home  baking;  honey;  a  great 
collection  of  craft  items;  various  political,  religious  and  cultural 
causes,  etc.   The  rental  cost  of  a  table  or  booth  was  just  $5,00, 
Unfortunately  new  regulations  favoring  student  organizations  and  barring 
entities  with  alternative  premises  within  the  city  disbarred  us  from 
participating  in  the  Flea  Market,  A  substantial  portion  of  the  student 
body,  plus  sofce  off -campus  shoppers, patronized  the  Flea  Market.  Unless 
there  is  another  change  in  the  regulations  in  our  favor,  our  only  hope 
is  to  qualify  through  an  authorized  student  Technocracy  Club.  Maybe
